“The Constellation was flying 
west a t an altitude of b etween 
10,000 and 15,000 feet and my sis­ 
ter and I were watching it,” Se­ 
dam said. “Suddenly Jean asked 
me if I saw a white ‘spot’ high 
ab ove the plane. 
“I looked and ob served a white 
cylindrical ob ject traveling in a 
northw esterly direction at an 
incredib le speed. It m ust have 
b een at least 30,000 feet high. It 
made an almost right-angle turn 
to the west, then immediately 
shot

peared.” 
Sedam, who is comm anding 
officer of the Rushville Civil Air 
Patrol squadron, said he ob ­ 
served the ob ject for ab out 30 
seconds b efore it flashed out of 
sight.

mile trip throu gh the Eastern 
Congo, Keny a and Uganda. He 
was to shoot the ou tdoor scenes 
of a new semi-docu mentary film 
on African wildlife with the pro­ 
bable title of “Timbo” (Swahili 
for elephant). 
Hill shot all his game with a 
bow, a ty pe inv ented by himself 
I and 
consisting 
of 
laminated 
bamboo. The program of his trip 
called for the k illing of an ele­ 
phant, a lion, a leopard, a py ­ 
thon, a bu ffalo, a rhinoceros, a 
crocodile and a hy ena. This pro­ 
gram was fu lly carried ou t, and 
to be su re the operators wou ldn’t 
miss any thing. Hill shot two ele­ 
phants and lots of crocodiles and 
hy enas, which are not legally 
protected.
